made thereon, including Freight and any other charges 
or expenses which the Company may have incurred on 
account of the Consignment, together with intorest, 
should any have accrued; the Company, on the other 
hand, allowing discount, where any part of the pro- 
ceeds shall be realized before the Bills fall due, and 
the scttlement of either surplus or deficiency shall be 
made with the Consignor ; and if in India or China 
by the Government or Agents from whom he received 
the Advance, at the rate of exchange at which the 
Company may at the time be drawing Bills upon auch 
Government or Agents.
